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Applicant’s election without traverse of the species of figs. 1-6 in the reply filed on 
1 1/2/05 has been acknowledged. Claims 9-12 and 19-22 stand withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse 
in the reply filed on 1 1/2/05. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 

claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 6, “dposition” (line 16) is not clear and it appears several words from 
original claim 1 are missing at the location of the word “dposition”. On line 19, it 
appears that “.and” should be changed to -and includes-. 

All claims should be revised carefully to correct all other deficiencies similar to the 
ones noted above. The non-elected claims should also be similarly corrected at the 
same time so that the application can be allowed without delay should the generic 
claims become allowable. 

Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) or (e) as being anticipated by Fiutak 
et al (US-6536696). It should be noted that the bearing members 34 can be moved 
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against the springs 40 (such as by the user) so that they are out of the space between 
the side piates 38. The newly added limitation in the last four lines of the claim is 
deemed to be an intended use of the apparatus; a recitation of the intended use of the 
claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the 
claim. 



Claims 1, 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) or (e) as being anticipated by 
Zevin et al (US-6503008). Note the tapered surface of element 78 which can be rotated 
to face in the opposite direction out of engagement with the roll when the flat surface 53 
faces the roll. The spring is inherent in the plastic structure of the arms 34 and 44. The 
newly added limitation in the last four lines of the claim is deemed to be an intended use 
of the apparatus: a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in 
a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. 

Claim 2-4, 6-8 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Claims 15-17 are allowed. 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/29/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. . 

In response to applicant's argument that the bearing members are not held in the 
outward position and the roll supported within the cavity, a recitation of the intended use 
of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed 
invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from 
the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it 
meets the claim.
